WAR DEBTS. 


Tho vir dobt problom still 
romaing unsottled, tho latest con- 
tribution to tho subject being a 
declaration by M. Herriott to tne 
offoct that Wranco, Italy ana 
Rumania refuse to pay unless 
tho quostion of roparations is 
taken into account, A furthor 
statomont of the Fronoh Pro- 
mior’s is that tho Fronch debt 
will havo to be subject to a ro- 
duction oquivalont to that which 
tho Fronch claim on Germany 
has sustained. All the Powors 
havo a decp and practical invor- 
ost in this problom, and it is 
notoworthy;that tho question bay 
now taken a turn in which ability 
to poy isthe chiof notu sounded 
by tho dobtor countrios. In this 
connoction ono point stands our 
prominently and that as that 
France iv in debt to the’ Unitea 
States tothe tune of about four 
billion dollars, whoroas Britoin 
owed <Amorica five billions, 
Britain is paying that dobt, but 
Franco has still to do se. The 
consequenco—or ono of tho con- 
soquonces—may bo soon in tho 
fact that the pound sterling is 
practically back to par, whereas 
tho franc is still far below parity. 
Ono Amorican, journal, comment- 
ing on this aspoct of tho quostion, 
romarks that “whon you pay 
your debts, your oradit is good.” 


Touching this quostion of 
ability to pay, it is to be recalled 
that for sovoral yoars oftor the 
war tho Allics domonstrated that 
Gormony ought to pay, but tho 
argumont producod nothing. As 
soon as the Allios sot about 
showing not only that Gormany 
ought to pay, but what sho could 
pay, and how, the matlor bovamoe 
mych mord simplified. This 1s 
how Amorica now looks on tho 
quostion os rogards Yronch 
indobtodnoss. Ono journal says 
that the soonor Franco stops 
saying that sho ought not to pay 
and admits that she cannot moot 
all hor obligations, tho bottor 
will it be for tho actual sottlo- 
mont. This ratsos o quostion of 
fact whioh is capable of boing 
ascortainod, That boing -dono, 
somo modifiod Dawes plan might 
bo agrood upon, : 

So far as Britain is concornod, 
our position hos boon quito 
cloar, We aro not asking from 


Tho references yostorday, and 
during Inst wook, to tho his ory

Inland 
blocks of houses wo now -look 
upon as lying in somowhat.con- 
gosted arcas woro not much moro 
than twonty yoors ugo sot by tho 
breozy shore, Again, wo havo 
had many citizens pass acrous 
tho local stago during tho Isst 
oighty-fivo years who dosorvo 6 
pormanont record in tho annals 
of our growing Colony; ‘and not 
meroly hidden away iu old files, 
or gradually fading away os thoir 
contomporarios who spoak of 
them also pass tho great divido, 
but pormanontly placed jn print 
in oa form which would ‘be 
availablo to all. This brings 
us _ to tho matter of 
a proporly-written history of 
Hongkong, o subjoct thot has 
boon brought up soveral timos in 
recont yoars. Tho Guovornmont, 
wo undorstand, is willing to placo 
at tho disposal of anyone’ who 
undortakes tho tosk of writing 
this history, all required roc- 
ords or othor documonts. There 
aro still a numbor of old photo- 
graphs in ax{istonce (wo hope to 
publish somo this wook) showing 
what tho Colony was like boforo 
tho rapid changes of tho past 
quarter of a contury suporvened. 
A complote history of the Colony 
would no doubt bo o fitting 
publication to mark the contonary 
of-tho founding of Honkong, and 
in this wo, have tho oxamplo of 
Singaporo in 1919 But if wo 
mistake not, the sistor Colony: in 
tho south bud tho groatost diffi- 
culty in obtaining somo cesontial 
tacts owing to tho lapse of timo, 
and somo of those have bean lost 
for over. Such on omission 
should not bo permitted hore, ard 
we think that at tho vory loast 
pomoono should commorco 4 de- 
finite collection of books, docu- 
ments, files, and notos, if only 
tor the future uso of tho historian, 
and obviate tho chance of any- 
thing of intorost boing forgotton 
or the records,boing destroyed.

of tho constituted govornmont of 
the country.
